FLAMMARION DIES 
AN WORK, AGED 83 


Famous Astronomer Stricken 


servatory Near Paris.

PARIS, June 4.—Camille Flammarion, 
famous astronomer and philosopher, died 
this morning at. the age of 83 in his pri- 
vate observatory at Juvisy, near Paris, 
which a wealthy admirer had buflt for 
him amd where, despite his age, he was 
busy amid his astronomical instruments. 
M. Flammarion had a remarkable 
career. He was born at. Montigny-le- 
Roi, and ‘when he entered the Paris Ob- 
servatory at, the age of 16 he already. 
had written a volume on. cosmography. 
He founded the French . Astronomicai 
Society..and.. gained distinction by the 
number. of his astronomical discoveries. 
His * name is best -known, perhaps, 
ttitough ‘thé great number of hig books. 
He ‘wrote on sci * subjects ‘In -popur 
lar style and. his works were translated 
into -every. language. He prob- 
ably Shad" a gréater numberof readers 
abroad than any other Frefch author, 
even burpassing Anatdle Francé and

SHANGHAI, June 4,—The Chinese 
situation’ is still ominous but. probably 
can be kept in ‘hand without much fur- 
ther serious damage, provided naval 
reinforcements. arrive promptly and in 
sufficient strength to overawe the 
riotous elements and indicate the firm 
purpose of the powers to protect their 

nationals in China. 

Hesitation or any evidence of lack of 
firmness is likely to prolong. the dis- 
turbance; which already is extending 
to other places. 

The time has arrived when the powers 
must consider adopting a policy .de- 
signed to arrest the forces of disintegra- 
tion here or else stand aside and watch 
China lapse into complete chaos.. This 
outbreak is symptomatic of the nation- 
wide movement, ‘swelling from. under- 
lying forces, which, unless chécited, must 
develop into a serious aetna up- 
rising. 

That sentiment has been growing 
steadily for years and originates in the 
resentment of Asiatics against a series 
of Western aggressions, fed by Japan's 
pan-Asian propaganda and later worked 
into activity by Bree Soviet .propa-

Frederick J. H, Kracke, a Brooklyn 
Republican. leader and Appraiser of 
Stores of the Port of New York, and 
Clarence E. Dill, an investment broker 
and confidential investigator of 39 
Broadway, are accused in a suit filed at 
Buffalo by C. P. Hugo Schoellkopf of 
having extorted $25,000 from him'by rep- 
resenting that that sum was necessary 
to. prevent publicity for a confession by 
Frank Carman inyolving Mys, Schoell- 
kopf in her own $285,000 jewel robbery 
amd to prevent the arrest of Mrs. 
Schoellkopi. In reality, the complaint 
alleges, Carman had made no confes- 
sion, 

Mr. Kracke characterized the complaint 

as “ridiculous’’ and ‘‘preposterous’’ and 
nals it was ‘significant’ that the filing 
of the suit followed demands by friends 
of Mr. Kracke for a legal investigation 
of. the. affairs of a mining company of 
Schoellkopf’s.in which ‘upward of $25,- 
000,000" had beén lost by investors.

who wrote so entertainingly on Mars, 
never quite captured the public imag- 
ination as did Flammarion with his dis- 
séertations on that planet. and other 
celestial bodies, psychic phenomena. 
haunted houses and other subj which 
caught his fancy. His books, large ‘and 
full of pictures, were browsing places 
of great joy to the youth of many lands, 
whatever his scientific colleagues 
thought of them. , 

Flammarion, when a boy of nine at 
Montigny-le-Roi (Haute-Marne), where 
he was born on. Feb. 26, 1842. saw an 
eclipse of the sun, and his imagination 
was so fited that he determined to be-. 
come an astronomer. He wondered that 
men could foretell such an event, and 
his interest in the sun, the planets and 
the stars became so great that the boy 
could be found for weeks afterward 
watching the setting sun from the top 
of a hill-and waiting patiently Aor the 
appearance of the other celestial bodies, 
He.read consistently on astronomy from 
that time on, and. although his reading 

was’of an odd nature, he got together 
se much information that when he was 
fifteen he wrote a book on the origin 
of the world, which, to use his own 
words, fortunately néver found a pub- 
lisher. This was followed, however, by 
many which did.. 


Finds Publisher at 19. 


The youth in the next year entered 
the famous Paris Observatory and be- 
came an assistant astronomer ‘to Le 
Verrier. He wrote his first published 
work at the age of nineteen. Later he 
studied at the Sorbonne under Delauney 
and in the Bureau des Longitudes, 
which he left in 1866, when he was 
twenty-four. 

The next few years he spent studying 
and ‘writing, and his first really suc- 
cessful book was published in 1870, just 
before the .outbreak of the Franco-

of the Heavens.” The title gives the 


The radical party seems likely to ob- 
tain control of China’s politics because 
the conservative elements have no defi- 
nite program and lack the courage to 
take the lead in shaping public opinion.

whether those Governments: are pre- 
pared to undertake. the measures re- 
quired to sustain extraterritoriality. 

This. complex situation, cleverly pre- 
sented by the Chinese radicals and to of- 
ficlals in Peking by the Soviet and other 
foreign agents, underlies the radical pro- 
gram. Japan’s action now in sending 
naval forces, to Shanghai and Tsingtho 
to protect Japanese from. mobs é¢annot 
be accepted definitely as showing her 
position if later she is confronted with a 
Chinese ultimatum. denouncing treaties: 

Her forces meet the present emergency 
but on the broader question Japan might’ 
side with the position of the yellow 
world against the West.

‘ The heat of Washington in Summer 
fs advanced as one of the reasons why 
‘the Administration does not expect 
that any of the debtor nations. will 
send representatives to Washington 
to discuss their debts until Autumn. 
With this particular argument New 
*¥Yorkers at the present moment will 
have much sympathy. But there are 
disadvantages in waiting too long, not 
the least of which is the coming ses- 
gion of Congress. The Administration 
has already complained sharply of the 
embarrassment caused it by private 


individuals here and abroad who hold 


out hope that the United States may 
remit the debts in whole or in part. 
Fully as bad—or worse—would be tthe 
fulminations of jingo Congressmen if 
* they. had the chance to air their views 
while foreign missions were in Wash- 
ington conferring with the Debt Fund- 
ing Commission. -That ‘sort of open 
diplomacy—perhaps best térmed di- 
“plomacy by outcry—does little more 
than arouse ill will and place new dif- 
ficulties in the way of negotiators. It 
was bad enough last Winter when 
Sefiator Boran was calling on this side 
the Atlantic ‘for . America’s pound of 
flesh and M. Makin.and other French 
Deputies were denouncing on the 
other side the iniquitous action of.the 
‘United States in not canceling all 
* debts fdrthwith. These gentlemen ac- 
quired prestige among the _ ultra- 
nationalists in their respective coun- 
tries; théy did nothing, however, to 
settle the debt question. 

It is well that the Administration 
has decided not to depart from its pre- 
vious policy of inviting the debtors to 
Washington. ' There is nothing to be 
gained by sending the Debt Funding 
Commission abroad;' Some of its mem- 
bers cannot be spared. from other 
tasks here. Secretaries KELLOGG 
MELLON and‘ Hoover have govern- 
mental. duties demanding their atten- 
tion. | It is as easy as it is proper for 

Sthe. debtor nations to send missions 
such as that which England sent two 
ears ago, composed of prominent 
inkers and’ officials empowered to 
negotiate in the name of their Govern- 
ment. They will receive courteous 
attention. 
“The hands of the Debt Funding 
“Commission have been tied by Con- 
gress and to this extent that body will 
be askai to pass on any proposed set- 
tlement which departs from the terms 
originally laid down in the act creat- 
ing the commission. This, however, 
is different from *‘* passing the buck ’’ 
“\to Congress, which could only result 
‘| In discussions as interminable as they 
_ would be unprofitable. The debts can 
best be settled as originally intended— 
by the representatives of America get- 
* ting together with those of each debtor 
~ Nation at a round table in Washington 
and discussing terms. -

The only official explanation given is 
the usual formula—* for: the good of 
the service.’’ It appears, however, 
that ‘each one of the fifty-nine affected 
by his order is over 60 years old, and 
that the Commissioner acted under the 
authority of a clause in the City Char- 
ter which gives him full power to re- 
tire on a pensiofi ‘‘ any member of the 
“uniformed force other than an 
“ honorably discharged -soldier ° or 
‘ sailor of the Mexican or the late 
“ Civil. War who shall have reached 
“the age of 60 years.’’ Some time ago 
Commissioner ENRIGHT was reported to 
have urged these same men to retire 
voluntarily. They appealed to Mayor 
Hy.an, who gavé them assurance that 
if they were still able to perform their 
duties effectively they would not bé 
retired merely on the ground of age. 
There is no intimation that these men 
are incapacitated. Age, apparently, is 
the only ground for their retirement. 

An amendment to the charter to 
apply a similar provision to the Fire 
‘Department, recently proposed by Al- 
derman McGarry, suggests a similar 
procedure in that ‘branch of the city 
service. To give a Commissioner dis- 
cretionary power to retire any police 
or fire officer over the age of 60, re- 
gardliess of record or: of fitness for 
duty, is to. make possible the substi- 
tution of personal and political pull 
for faithful and efficient performance 
of duty. An unscrupulous Commis- 
sioner could swing the big stick of 
retirement at half pay to keep the 
older men swbservient. Other sections 
of the City Charter give the Police and 
Fire Commissioners power to- retire 
older men who the medical officers 
certify are in any way disabled. 

Commissioner ENRIGHT’s selection of 
officers for retirement will be scruti- 
nized with more than ordinary interest. 
It is said that only about 40 per cent. 
of the total number of officers over 60 
have been affected by the Commis- 
sioner’s order. Why were these fifty- 
nine picked out? And why were the 
others allowed to remain? Among 
them are Inspector Zanzs, head of the 
Special Service Squad, former financial 
officer of the Lieutenants’ Benevolent 
Association when Mr. ENRIGHT was 
its President; Lieutenant WILLIAM 
BRENNAN, Acting Captain and Custo- 
dian ofPolice Headquarters, another 
former officer of the L. B. A., and 
Captain Epwarp WaA.uine, forty-two 
years in the department and a brother 
of Assistant Corporation . Counsel 
WaLiLiIng—random examples, all over 
60 years of age. 

THE BEACHES AS PARKS. 

In the recent discussions about parks 
and parkways on Long Island but 
little has been said of the fact that 
the Great South Beach, stretching be- 
tween the Great South Bay and the 
ocean, has never been made really ac- 
cessible for the general public and 
that it has great possibilities for recre- 
ational purposes. Already a. smiall 
acreage of Jand on Fire Island has 
been set aside as a park, but the 
greater portion of thig long sand spit 
is either held for shooting grounds or 
occupied by small colonies of Sum- 
mer residents: It has always been 
inaccessible, despite the fact that a 
number of ferry lines cross. the 
Great South Bay during the Summer 
months. At the time of the war a 
bridge was built across a narrow neck 
of the bay at Smith’s Point, and for 
some years afterward it was possible 
to reach the beach there by automo- 
bile. The Winter tides, . however, 
made it unsafe. Last year it was 
planned to renovate it for private 
purposes, 

The. Great South Beach is a con- 
tinuation of the series of sand’ bars 
that stretch almost unbroken along 
the Atlantic’ Coast from. Florida. to 
Montauk. Except for differences in 
vegetation, the formation is much"the 
same, whether at Palm Beach or 
Jekyl Island, Wrightsville or Ocra- 
coke, Atlantic City, 
Rockaway or Long. Beach. There 
are, of course, local differences and 
advantages, -At the same time there 
are local drawbacks, although most of. 
these are. the result of the relentless 
force of tide and wind. Beaches. are

In the meantime, however, the op- 
portunity presents itself to acquire all 
available parcels of land on the beach 
for park purposes and to make them 
accessible by ferries.’ The State wisely 
bought important holdings near Mon- 
tauk last year. These offer greater 
scenic attractions than the long chain 
of beaches off the Great South Bay. 
Even the latter, however, have an in- 
dividual charm and can readily be 
made into ideal playgrounds. 

ERAGE LE LE DLR ELITE ALIS 
DID BOSWELL MAKE JOHNSON? 

This question was recently debated 
at the London School of Economics at 
a meeting in aid of a hospital. fund. 
Naturally, the spirit of charity pre- 
vailed.. Mr. AUGUSTINE BIRRELL, who 
presided, said he was certain that the 
audience would. go away, each man 
holding exactly the opinion he had 
before. Discussion was not exactly 
along the old lines about the merits of 
BoswELL as a biographer. On this 
subject, views have varied between 
two extremes. -MacavuLay maintained 
that BoswsLu had written a wonderful 
book precisely because he himself was 
such a wonderful fool: On the other 
hand, CARLYLE contended that if Bos- 
WELL had not had a soul fitted for 
hero ‘worship and a reverent eye for 
great qualities he never could have 
produced his masterpiece. But the 
point of the debate at the School of 
Economics was where JOHNSON would 
have stood without the immortal Life; 
how much of his enduring fame was 
due to his own books, and how much 
to the portrait of him which BoswrELL 
drew. : 

Speaking. to this question;e fir 
CHarLes Rusg#ELi argued that JoHN- 
son had attained the position of lit- 
erary dictator of England before 
BosweE.t even knew him. | He had 
great fame before he. had a great 
biographer. If Boswsit had not 
recorded his life, somebody else would 
have done  s0. Furthermore, he 
pointed out that JoHNson himself 
had a great deal to do in collaborat- 
ing with BosweE.u, in the biography. 
If that book had its proper title, 
according to Sir CHARLES ‘Russet. it 
would be called “‘ The Life’of Johnson 
by Johnson, assisted by Boswell.”’ 
But to.this the other debater, Mr. Ep- 
WARD SHANKS, would not for a moment 
assent. Hardly anybody reads JoHN- 
SON’s ‘works today, but everybody 
reads his Life. Moreover, there can 
be little doubt that Bosw# iu led JoHn- 
SON to make revelations of himself 
which we otherwise should never have 
had; artfully guided and perhaps 
somewhat embroidered “his conversa- 
tions; in short; to somé degree “ in- 
vented Dr. ‘JoHNson himself.’’ To 
this Mr. BIRRELL agreed at least to the 
extent of saying that he had-no doubt 
that Bosweu. “ very often doctored 
the Doctor.” 

Obviously, there could be no decision 
in such a joint debate. The disputants 
may have comforted themselves in 
Johnsonian phrase by saying that they 
could furnish the audience reasons but 
could not endow it with understand- 
ing. At the end the Chairman {n- 
dulged in a few “‘ Birrellisms,’’ h 
as denying that JoHNson was “ & typ- 
ical Englishman,’’ and insisting that 
however: we might differ about other 
things, we must all agree that Joun- 
SON's biography is much more inter- 
esting than the actual life he led. Giv- 
ing advice to. public speakers, out of 
his own considerable experience, . he 
remarked that if they wanted to please 
their hearers by telling a good but- un- 
familiar story, ‘* the-wisest thing is to 
go to BoswELu’s. JoHNsoN.” In that 
way they would always secure 
laugh, besides gaining a reputation for 
learning.

EINSTEIN will have to be reconstructed 
by the student’of the year 4500 “by 
the pains we have employed, in piecing 
together fragments ‘of PARMENIDES 
and PrrHacoras. In the form of quo- 
tations and, much more ‘probably, in 
the form of cornerstones, 
statuary and other durable materials 
like unto Nineveh and Tyre, some- 
thing of our higher civilization. will 
survive. But. what'‘of our commer- 
cial and our social records? Our stock 
quotations, our cor ts of purchase 
and sale, our automobije deferred-pay- 
ment agreements, our birth registers, 
our marriage licenses, our death cer- 
tificates, being written on paper, will 
vanish. 

Thus it may come ‘about that pos- 
terity will kmow a good geal about 
business methods in the great theo- 
cratic and agricultural States of Egypt 
and Babylon,” but will know almost 
nothing of business methods fn a civi- 
lization that was dominated by busi- 
ness. By extreme good fortune a col- 
lege diploma of the present year 1925, 
conferring the degree of A. B: on John 
Smith, may survive because it is writ- 
ten on parchment. .-But the contract 
by which J. P. Morgan & Co. lend 
$50,000,000 to the Italian Government, 
or the contract by which the City of 
New York obligates itself to spend half 
a billion’ dollars. on subways, is writ: 
ten on paper and will’disappear. To 
reconstruct the New York of 1925 
A. D. the scholar of 4500 A. D. will 
have to be content with the hole in the 
ground that was the subway and 
perhaps a few tile fragments which, 
pieced together, will ‘spell “ Times 
Square.”” 


CANADA’S ARCTIC CLAIMS. 


Canada is preparing to establish 
her authority over the sub-Arctic and 
Arctic islands sprawled upon the map 
north of Hudson Bay, perhaps includ- 
ing Grant Land, upon whose northern 
coast Parr made his, base at’ Cape 
Columbia for his dash’ to the; Pole.- 
The interiors are unexplored, in fact 
unvisited: in. most cases. They may 
contain valuable mineral deposits. On 
Monday at :Ottawa an amendment. to 
the Northern Territories act was 
adopted which required aliens enter- 
ing the hinterland of Canada to take 
out Federal licenses. Minister of the 
Interior CHartas Stewart explained: 

This will apply fo men like Dr.

~A TRIBUTE TO SCHOLARSHIP. 

When THoMAs JEFFERSON was asked 
late in life about a society ‘at William 
and Mary College known as Phi Beta 


Kappa, he replied that while. he had 


heard of it he never understood either 
its Jocation or ‘its object. The utter 
lack of comprehension en the part of 
a New York: theatre atdience of an 
intended Phi Beta Kappa ‘‘ hit” in 
a recent popular play permits «the 
inference that the public generally is 
as ignorant.as was Jerrerson of ‘‘ its 
location and its object.’’ “It is to be 
said ‘in excuse of him that the Phi 
Beta Kappa’ Society. was not organ- 
ized until severgl years after he left 
college and that his loyalty to his own 
college society, the ‘* Flat Hat Club,’’ 
probably prevented his favorable ac- 
quaintance with the activities of any 
other club. 

While most of the college societies 
ofthe pre-Revolutionary or Revolu- 
tionary period have ceased to exist— 
not only the “‘ Flat Hat Club ’’. of 
William and Mary, but the “ Li- 
nonian '’ and the “ Brothers in Unity ”’ 
of Yale, ‘*‘ The Speaking Club”’’ of 
Hafvard. and ** The Social Friends ” 
of Dartmouth—Phi Beta Kappa has 


“extended its ‘* location’ to nearly a 
Aundred institutions of higher educa- 


tion and has become the outstanding 
association in recognition of scholar-” 
ship'in the liberal arts, its total mem- 
bership having reached 55,761 in 1922, 
of whom 40,820 were then living. 

Of special interest at the moment is 
tl.» fact that the Phi Beta Kappa men 
and women .of America Have under- 
taken to build a memorial ‘hall in that 
ancient college—the 5 “Becond oldest in 
the United States—though for a time 
during the Civil War its corporate life 
was maintained solely by the presence 
of the stout-hearted old President, who 
rang the bell. to mark the opening of 
each session; and that the corner- 
stone of this building. has been laid, 


at is not only a filial and patriotic 


homage to this institution, which gave 
GeorGe WAsHINaTON his first and last 
offices, arid tuitiom to Gzoram Wrrue, 
THomas Jerrerson, the RANDOLPHS; 
James Monrow and JoHN Truimr, and 
to the “ fifty founders "’ of Phi Beta 
Kappa, who included in their number 
JoHN MARSHALL, but it is also a trib- 
ute of national scope to scholarship in 
America.

They are quietly interpreting to 
the East the best in the secular and 
religious ideals’ of the West. : Whether 
in business or in philanthropy, our 
Americans are winning the confidence 
and respect of the peoples of the Le- 
vant.

The Bast 
looks to us to help them through this 
period of transition, this dange 
process of self-expression and eet Ae 
termination. 

Our colleges ‘have plainly eninitidd the 
solemn responsibility of vindicating the 
principles .of our.

In his address, following his presenta- 
tion of diplomas: to. forty-four members 
of the graduating class,. the Cardinal 
praised the Regents-of the University of 
the State of New. York. Turning to Re- 
gent Thomas J, Mangan, upon whom the 
degree of Doctgr of Laws had just been 
conferred by the college, he said: 

“They always mete out justice just ‘as 
the Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States meted to us in the. last 
few days. I am proud.of the educa- 
tional system of the State of New 
York.” 

The Cardinal’s reference to the Su-, 
preme Court was in connection with the 
recent decision declaring . unconstitu- 
tional a new. educational law in Oregon. 
It was greeted with applause from an 
assembly. numbering nearly 2,000. 

“Education means liberty and free- 
dom,’ ‘the’ Cardinal declared, ‘‘and we 
can. sérve our God’ while we study our 
books. It -is?not “within the province 
of the*State to say to you that you can 
go thus far and no further,’ 

The Cardinal's advice to the graduates 
was that they “‘be true to religion, be 
true ‘to yourselves, and be true to your 
fellow. men. 

When Cardinal Hayes arrived he was 
greeted first by the studént body and 
then by Judge John J. Brady Sr., a 
classinate at Manhattan College, class 
of *88, whose son was graduated yester- 


ay,

ROME, June 4.—The. circumstances of 
the attack by Fastisti on Franklin C.

On May 23 several thousand Fascisti 
from the surrounding district . poured 
irito Leghorn to participate in the cele- 
bration of the tenth anniversary of 
Italy’s entrance into the World War on 
the following day.
